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PREFACE 


The principal purpose of this publication is to list the major changes 
which have been made, since 1906, in the customs duties applying on agric- 
ultural products imported into Canada, Certain limitations have been im- 
posed; the products listed include agricultural commodities competitive with 
Canadian products but exclude those which may be considered in no way com- 
petitive. Thus bananas and sugar are listed as they compete, respectively, 
with Canadian grown fresh fruits and with Canadian beet sugar, but coffee 
and tea are not. With regard to manufactured products of agricultural 
origin, these have generally been included only in the case of foods. For 
example, processed fruits are included but tobacco products have been 
omitted. 


Not all changes in the Custom Tariff have been listed. Keductions in 
duty made by order in council for limited periods to admit raw materials 
for processing have generally not been included. Changes in customs tariffs 
made during the two war periods under the War Measures Act have also been 
excluded in most cases. 


The rates currently in effect are those listed at the bottom of each 
column under each listing. Where there are lower rates for certain British 
countries these are indicated. 


The items are classified according to commodity groupings but in each 
case the tariff item number and any changes in it over the years are in- 
dicated. The letters "Ex" before the number mean that the item listed is 
only a part of the designation in the Customs Tariff. In a number of 
cases the Customs Tariff designations have been simplified or the wording 
otherwise changed. The rates shown should therefore be used for reference 
purposes only. In all cases where an exact interpretation is required re- 
ference should be made to the Customs Tariff itself or to the Customs 
Division of the Department of National Revenue. 


Notes are included in this bulletin on the Customs Tariff and a 
chronology is given of important legislative measures affecting the Customs 
arith.

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INTRODUCTION 
THE CUSTOMS TARIFF 


The legislation under which the Canadian customs duties are fixed is the Customs 
Tariff, which received Royal Assent on April 12, 1907, but was effective November 30, 
1906. The schedule of duties in the Canadian Customs Tariff has three different 
rates, originally called British Preferential, Intermediate and General. British 
Preferential rates were extended in the act of 1907 to direct shipments from the 
United Kingdom, Bermuda, the British West Indies, British Guiana, British India, 
Ceylon, Straits Settlements, New Zealand, Cape of Good Hope, Natal, Orange River 
Colony, Transvaal and Southern Rhodesia. Other British Colonies or possessions 
could be added by order in council and the preferential tariff could be withdrawn 
in a similar manner from any British country except the United Kingdom. 


The Intermediate Tariff could be extended by order in council to any British 
or foreign country or similarly withdrawn from that country. The General Tariff 
applied to imports from sources not qualified to ship under more favorable tariffs. 


In addition rates more favorable than the Intermediate Tariff, granted by 
Canada to a number of foreign countries by the terms of the trade agreements or 
conventions, were extended to countries to which Canada agreed to grant most 
favored nation treatment. In some cases Countries obtained the MFN rates while 
not enjoying the benefits of the Intermediate rates on items not negotiated in 
the agreements. 


To conform with the terms of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade the 
Customs Tariff was amended in 1948 to eliminate the Intermediate rate so that the 
middle rate became the MFN rate, which now applies to all countries, other than 
British countries, with which Canada has trade agreements or all countries to 
which Canada has extended MFN treatment. 


Special rates granted under trade agreements to British countries are not 
extended automatically to other countries entitled to the British Preferential 
tariff or Most Favored Nation tariff treatment. 


CHRONOLOGY OF TARIFF TREATMENT 
1910 


February 1 The French Treaty 1907 and supplementary convention of 
1909 came into effect terminating the treaty of February 
6, 1893. The reduced rates negotiated applied also to the 
United Kingdom, all British colonies and possessions accorded 
MFN treatment by Canada and Argentina, Austria-Hungary, 
Bolivia, Colombia, Denmark, Japan, Norway, Russia, Spain, 
Sweden, Switzerland and Venezuela. 


June 10 Belgium, the Netherlands and Italy were accorded the Inter- 
mediate tariff on specified items.

The Japanese Treaty Act became effective. 


The British Preferential tariff was extended to a number of 
British countries. 


The Japanese Treaty Act 1913, extending MFN treatment to Japan, 
came into effect. 


A trade agreement with the West Indies came into effect. On 
the items enumerated in Schedule B, imported direct from any 
British country, the rates were to be the lesser of 4/5 the 
rate imposed on similar goods imported from any foreign 
country or the B.P. rate. Items enumerated included sugar, 
molasses and syrups, shredded sugar cane, fresh fruits, 
cotton seed, cotton seed meal and oil, fresh vegetables, 
honey and beeswax, lime juice, fruit syrups and fruit juices, 
non-alcoholic. There was a stated preference for sugar. 


Bolivia was removed from the list of countries granted MFN 
treatment. 


Products of Austria-Hungary were excluded from MEN treatment, 
following the outbreak of hostilities. 


The Customs Tariff War Revenue Act, 1915, came into effect. 

It provided for a war tax of 5 per cent on items entering 
under the B.P. tariff and 74 per cent on items entering 

under the intermediate and general tariffs. There were 
certain exceptions:— goods enjoying a special rate under 

the French Treaty of 1907, goods to be used in the manufacture 
of certain agricultural implements and binder twine, and a 
number of specified products, many of them agricultural. 

From June 6, 1919 the tax on items entering under the B.P. 
tariff was eliminated. The legislation was repealed, effective 
May 19, 1920. 


Margarine was admitted duty free under license, at first by 
order in council under the War Measures Act, 1914. The 

Oleomargarine Act, 1919 extended the authority, with annual 
renewals. The authority to import expired August 31, 1923.

The French Treaty.1907 and supplementary convention,1909 were 
terminated. Japan, which would no longer be entitled to the 
benefit of the reduced rates in these treaties, would still 
be entitled to the Intermediate Tariff as extended in part 
to Belgium, the Netherlands and Italy. 


The French Trade Agreement Act, 1921, became effective. It 
granted MFN treatment to France, excluding Algeria, the 
French Colonies and possessions and Indo-China. The list of 
countries receiving MFN treatment became:—- Argentina, 
Colombia, Denmark, France, Japan, Norway, Russia, Spain, 
Sweden, Switzerland and Venezuela. 


TheWest Indies Trade Agreement Act, 1921, came into effect. 
Special rates were granted for certain products including 


sugar, limes, lime juice, grapefruit and onions. Goods 
from the British West Indies were entitled to B.P. treatment. 


Benefit of the French Trade Agreement Act, 1921, was ex- 
tended to Algeria, the French colonies and possessions, the 
territories of the protectorate of Indo-China and the 
territories of the Saar basin. 


By an amendment to Section 5 of the Customs Tariff an im- 
porter of goods entitled to the British Preferential 
Tariff was entitled to a ten per cent discount on the duty 
where the goods were carried without transshipment. The 
discount was not to apply on wines and spirits, sugar 

and tobacco. It was also not to apply where the duty did 
not exceed 15 per cent or on goods admitted under the 
Canada-West Indies Trade Agreement (a 1950 proviso added 
that it was also not to apply where the B.P. rate was the 
same as the MFN rate). 


The Franco-Canadian Convention of 1922 became effective. 
Special rates were granted. In some cases these consisted 
of a fixed rate and in other cases of the Intermediate rate 
less ten per cent or 15 per cent. 


MFN treatment of Spanish goods was discontinued. 


Under the Italian Convention of 1923 the tariff concessions 


granted to France in 1923 were extended to Italy.

The new legislation gave reductions 
in certain rates and provided that the duties on BWI articles 
exported to Canada, except tobacco, cigars, cigarettes and 
spirituous or alcoholic liquors, would not be more than 50 
per cent of the general rate.

The Australian Trade Agreement, 1931, became effective. It 
replaced the trade agreement of 1925. Special rates were 


granted on certain items. British Preferential rates were 
extended on direct importations of all other goods. 


Brazil was granted the benefits of the Intermediate Tariff. 


The New Zealand Trade Agreement, 1932 became effective. It 
provided for special rates lower than British Preferential 


to apply on certain New Zealand goods. 


The United Kingdom Trade Agreement was signed and became 
effective. In Schedule E rates of duty were set out for 


certain products and Canada undertook to maintain the margin 
of preference on those items. 


Under the Southern Rhodesian Trade Agreement Act, 1932, that 
country was granted the benefits of the B.P. rate and of 
special tariff concessions on certain items. The agreement 
was terminated January 2, 1938. Canada continued to grant 
B.P. tariff treatment. 


The Irish Free State Trade Agreement Act, 1932 came into force, 
by which that country was granted the benefits of the British 
Preferential Tariff. 


Hong Kong was extended Intermediate Tariff treatment. 


Germany was extended Intermediate Tariff treatment. 


The Canada-France Trade Agreement Act, 1933 came into force. 
It granted Intermediate tariff on specified items and Inter- 


mediate tariff less 10#20 per cent on other items. If lower 
rates were granted to any other foreign country France was 
also to enjoy them. 


The Union of South Africa Trade Agreement Act, 1932, became 
effective. It provided for certain special tariff concessions. 


Goods enumerated were to enjoy the lowest rate of customs 
duty applicable on similar goods from any country but not to 
be entitled to benefits accorded products of the BWI, Bermuda, 
British Guiana and British Honduras by virtue of a trade 
agreement. 


Austria was extended Intermediate Tariff treatment.

Haiti was granted MFN treatment. 


Bolivia was extended Intermediate and MFN tariff treatment. 
Costa Rica, Guatemala and Panama were granted MFN treatment. 


The Canada—United States of America Trade Agreement Act, 1936, 


came into force. Canada granted the United States (i) the 
benefits of the Intermediate tariff; (ii) MFN treatment; and 
(iii) special rates set out in Schedule 1 of the agreement. 


Uruguay was extended Intermediate tariff treatment. 


The Canada~Poland Convention of Commerce 1935 came into force 
granting Poland Intermediate and MFN tariff treatment and 


special rates on certain items. 
Germany was extended MFN treatment. 


The Panama Canal Zone was extended Intermediate tariff treatment. 


The United Kingdom Trade Agreement Act, 1937, came into force, 


repealing the act of 1932. Special rates were granted on 
certain items. Ceylon was a party to the agreement. 


Guatemala was granted MFN treatment. The previous tariff 
relationship, based on a U.K. treaty, had expired August 30, 
1936. 


El Salvador was granted MFN treatment. 


The Canada—United States of America Trade Agreement Act, 193 
became effective, repealing the 1936 act. Special rates were 
granted on certain items and MFN and Intermediate tariff treat- 
ment was extended. This agreement is suspended as long as 


both countries are members of GATT. 


The Canadian Intermediate tariff was extended to all imports 
from France. 


An order in council under the War Measures Act brought into 
force regulations prohibiting trading with the enemy during 
the war. Trading was suspended with different countries at 
dates from September 2, 1939 to January 14, 1942. Between 

1945 and 1947 trading was resumed with these countries and 

suspended trade agreements were again in force.

Paraguay was extended MFN treatment. 


A trade agreement with the Dominican Republic, in operation 
provisionally from March 15, 1940 came into force definitely. 
It provided for the exchange of MFN treatment and scheduled 
concessions. 

Ecuador was extended MFN treatment. 

Chile was extended MFN treatment. 


Argentina was provisionally extended MFN treatment, previously 
granted under a British-Argentine treaty of 1825. 


Brazil was provisionally extended MFN treatment.

India and Pakistan 
continued to receive B.P. treatment. 


Turkey was extended MFN treatment. 


The Customs Tariff was amended to change the term "Intermediate" 
in the act and schedules to "MFN", MFN rates were extended to 
any foreign country to which the benefits of the intermediate 
tariff applied on May 1, 1948.

With the creation of the State of Israel Canada continued to 
grant that country MFN treatment which had applied under the 
U.K.—Canada agreement of 1937 to the British Palestine mandate, 
West Germany was extended MFN treatment. 


Finland was extended MFN treatment. 


Newfoundland became the tenth Canadian province. Customs 
duties between Newfoundland and the rest of Canada were 
abolished and Newfoundland came under Canadian customs law. 


Austria was extended MFN treatment. 


Most of the tariff neductions, negotiated at Annecy in 1949 
during the second series of negotiations under GATT, came 
into effect.

A Spanish-Canadian Trade Agreement came into force provisionally, 
providing for MFN customs treatment. Tariff concessions were 


granted on a limited number of products. The agreement was 
ratified on June 30, 1955. 


A Portuguese-Canadian Trade Agreement came into force pro- 
visionally, providing for MFN customs treatment. Tariff con- 
cessions were granted on a limited number of products. The 
agreement was ratified on April 29, 1955, 


Liberia was extended MFN treatment.

A USSR-Canadian trade agreement came into force provisionally. 
Itiwas to remain in force for three years. Each country ex- 
tended to the other MFN treatment in customs duties and re- 
lated matters.

FRESH FRUIT AND VEGETABLE DUTIES 


The 1935 trade agreement with the United States provided for the limitation of 
value for duty, applied under the authority of Section 43 of the Customs Act, on 
most fresh fruits and vegetables of a kind grown in Canada. On some of these 
commodities no value for duty was to be established. Reference to the tables will 
show the arrangements in force. 


In the 1938 trade agreement with the United States, Canada reserved the right 
to fix»the value for duty on imports of fresh fruits and vegetables during the 
Canadian marketing season at a figure exceeding the invoice value. A dump duty 
was applied on the difference between the advanced value and the invoice value and, 
in addition, an ad valorem duty was levied on the calculated import value. In the 
tables on fruits and vegetables the ad valorem duty is indicated; in addition the 
maximum advance is shown and the number of weeks for which it could be applied. 


At the Geneva tariff negotiations in 1947 the method of valuation and the 
ad valorem duties were eliminated and converted into straight specific duties at 
equivalent rates. The duty in cents per pound and the number of weeks when it 
may be applied each year are shown in the fruit and vegetable tables of this 
bulletin. The addition of the word “split” for vegetable duties means that the 
period of application may be divided into two parts. Seasonal duties may be 
applied on a regional basis (eastern, central and western) by the Department of 
National Revenue on request from the industry and with the concurrence of the 
Department of Agriculture. At all times when they are not in effect an ad 
valorem duty of ten per cent is levied, 


These movable specific duties do not apply on apples and potatoes, as may 
be seen from the tables referring to these products.
